United States department o f ag ri­ 
culture climate and cro p bulletin 
o f the weather bureau, Misso uri, 
fo r the week ending September i, 
19 02, as fo llo ws : 
The week just clo sed av erag ed 
slig htly co o ler than usual in all 
sectio ns o f the state ex cept the 
so uthwest, with less than the no r­ 
mal amo unt o f sunshine. 
Heav y rains fell in nearly all 
sectio ns o n the 25th, 26 th o r 27 th, 
and the dro uth in the ex treme 
so utheastern co unties has been tho r­ 
o ug hly bro ken. 
Ov er a majo rity o f the no rthern, 
many o f the central and nearly all 
o f the so utheastern co unties the 
rainfall fo r the week ex ceeded two 
inches. 
Many lo calities receiv ed 
fro m three to fo ur inches, while 
o v er the remainder o f the state the 
fall g enerally ex ceeded o ne inch. 
In many o f the no rthern, cen­ 
tral and western co unties threshing 
has been further delay ed by the 
heav y rains, and there is much 
co mplaint 
o f 
wheat 
and 
o ats 
spro uting 
and 
ro tting 
in 
the 
stacks. 
Plo wing fo r wheat has aho been 
retarded in many co unties, 
the 
g ro und being to o wet, but g ener­ 
ally in tho se districts where it has 
prev io usly been to o dry the so il is 
no w in g o o d co nditio n. 
As a result o f the co ntinued wet 
weather much o f the wheat land is 
co v ered with a rank g ro wth o f 
weeds. 
Very little wheat has y et 
been so wn. 
The week has been an unfav o ra­ 
ble o ne fo r the cutting and curing 
o f the millet and the prairie hay , 
and so me hay has been lo st in a 
number o f the no rthern and western 
co unties. 
In Dunklin co unty 
the heav y 
rains hav e caused streams to o v er­ 
flo w, do ing so me damag e to cro ps 
o n bo tto m lands. 
In po rtio ns o f 
the so uthern sectio ns the rains hav e 
been o f much benefit to the late 
co rn.
